Lawyer Coburn Thinks They Were Too 

Easily Treated by a Justice of the Peace. 

A morning newspaper which is tighting 
the gamblers published charges against Jus- 
tice Blackler of South Evanston ana Eugene 
Hartman, and said J. J. Coburn, a lawyer, 
intended to prosecute them for conspiracy. 
Mr. Coburn denied this yesteraay. He said 
he had only asked the. advice of the State’s- 
Attorney, and that the conspiracy story was 
Wall newspaper talk.” At the same time he 
had a grievance against the Justice. He was 
the lawyer for two men, Messrs, Gladstein 
and Hirsch, who claimed to have lost $750 at 
No. 119 Clark street. Tne lawyer went to the 
gambiing-bouse co settle, but the manager 
refused to give up anything, and warrants 
were sworn out tor Jeff Hankins and others, 
who own or manage the house. Search-war- 
rants were aiso procured, but when they 
were served replevin writs, issued by Justice 
Blackler, were promptly at hand. 

The gambiers were taken before Justice 
Thornton, at La Grange, and fined $100 each. 

I took them up there,” said Coburn, be- 
cause there are not two bonest Justices in 
Chicago. Blackler’s connection with ‘this 
case is this: Hartman lives at South Evans- 
ton and tically acts as his clerk. Hart- 
man is also closely connected with the gam- 
biers.

They were 
heavily fined, but the fines were afterward 
suspended by Justice Blackler. 


TRYING TO KEEP STREETS CLEAN. 


The Police Make War bat Are Disappointed 
by Justice Bradwell. 

The police have inaugurated a crusade 
against janitors and office-boys who persist 
in emptying sweepings and ashes into the 
streets despite the city ordinances. Twenty 
officers in citizen’s clothes reported to Ser- 
geant Gibbons at the City Hall at 5 o’clock 
yesterday morning. The dirt wagons had 
made their rounds and tbe streets should 
have been clean from curb to curb in the 
early dawa; but ashes were standing in 
scuttles or uncovered boxes on the side- 
walks, every t of wind scattering them 
broadcast. rom haliways and store-doors 
men were sweeping a varied assortment of 
dirt and screenings into the street. 

The officers sallied forth in different direc- 
tions, returning ere long with over a dozen 
transgressors. They gave the following 
names:

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SAY THEY'LL GO TO LAW. 


| CARPENTERS’ COUNCIL AND THE OLD 


BOSSES MAKING THREATS. 


Each Says It Has = Good Case Against the 
Other — Their Different Stories — The 


Waiters Are Now After the Clubs and 


Expect to Make Trouble There—The 
Employers Issue a Letter Kxplaining 
Their Position—Other Labor Matters. 


The fight between the United ters’ 
Councii and the Carpenters’ and Builders’ 
Association has progressed to a point where 
the two sides stand and make faces at one 


another. 

J. W. Woodard of the old master carpen- 
ters said yesterday: We intend to sue out 
an injunction against the Strike Committee 
ot the journeymen and their pickets to pre- 
vent them from interfering with the new men 
we are employing. We may also conclude to 
begin criminal proceedings against them.” 

In reply to this J. H. Parks of the Carpen- 
ters’ Council says: They have no case 
against us. But we have plenty of material 
against them. They sent a man around to our 
printer, W. C. Hollister, who printed the list 
of members of the new association of bosses, 
and they wanted 200 copies of thelist. The 
man claimed to have an order trom our Strike 
Committee, Hollister asked him to produce 
it and he could not and did not get the lists. 
Then they got hold of one copy and hada 
number printed. somewhere else and sent 
them around to the planing-mills, sash, door, 
and blind manufacturers, and lumbermen 
with a request not to sell to members of the 
new association, or to do it under such con- 
ditions as would make it difficult for the 


new bosses to buy anything. If chat does 
not come within the provisions of the hoy- 
cott law I don’t know what would.“ 

J. W. Cassel, a member of tne old associa- 
tion, said yesterday he would have the mem-' 
bers of a picket committee of the strikers ar- 
rested for intimidating his men. A force of 
men whom he had working at No. 965 West 
Madison street left work Wednesday and 
another at West Fortieth street left yester- 
aay. 

This is only the beginning. Ina few days 
alarge number of the men whom the old 
association has at work will probably strike. 
This isin accordance with a scheme which 
the journeymen concocted some time ago. 
Quite a number of union men applied for and 
obtained work from members of tue old asso- 
ciation by representing themselves as non- 
union men or as having left the unions. They 
went into the new union which the old bosses 
orgaflized, and claim to have a majority in it. 
The time has come for them to act, and they 
will leave their work shortly. 

THE WAITERS. 

The union scale of the waiters was signed 
by the restaurant firm of Becker & Jackson, 
at Lake street and Wabash avenue, yester- 
day. The Woodruff aud Columbia Hotels 
bave also signed, but the Southern has not 
yet been approached. 

Nothing more wasdone by the Executive 
Committee yesterday. The Paimer House is 
running as before, but has got no union 
waiters. The next on the program of the 
Culinary Alliance are the clubs which employ 
waiters—namely: the Union League, Iro- 
quois, Chicago, Union, Calumet, IIlinois, Ger- 
mania, La Salle, University, and Marquette. 

The Culinary Alliance has almost done 
with the colored waiters, having obtained 
concessions for them at ail piaces where the 
effort was made except the Palmer, Leland, 
Kinsley’s, French’s, and Stein's. 

The hotel and restaurant keepers who be- 
long to the association that was formed last 
Sunday have adoptéd the following expla 
nation of their position: 

The controversy between the so-called Cu- 
unary Association and the hotel and restaurant 
empleyés has reached a point where it is ap- 
of the employ- 
ers who have deemed Tt for their best interests 
to recognize what is known as the union. To 
this course the majority make no objection, for 
the reason that they believe in the right of every 
citizen to conduct his business as he pleases, 
and that no one has any right to interfere by 
threats, intimidation, or violence. In recogniz- 
ing the union the minority referred to have exer- 
cised that freedom of action which belongs to 
them, and in declining to recognize the union the 
majority have exercised the same freedom of 
action. So far both parties are acting upon the 
same principle—viz.: the rignt of every citizen to 
conduct his own busiaess...But suppose the 
members of the Culinary Association attack the 
non-union employés of the majority, will the 
employers of such union discharge them for such 
acts upon the principle that they are bad men? 
Will they aid in the enforcement of the laws and 
the maintenance of peace? The Culinary Asso- 
ciation have made a positive demand, accom- 
panied by threats, that they will paralyze legiti- 
mate business unless their demands are acceded 
to. Have any of the gentlemen who 
have yielded to this pressure made 
a counter demand that the association 
discharge any member who interferes by vio 
lence or threats or intimidation toward those 
who in the exercise of their privilege as citizens 
have refused to join the union? Are these gen- 
tlemen ready to make such demand a condition 
precedent to the recognition of the union? If 
the demand is made that the association shall 
incorporate into the constitution and by-laws a 
clause to the effect that any member thereof who 
shall by intimidation, threats, or violence inter- 
tere with the rights of others, whether employ- 
ers or employees, shall be expelled from the 
union, and that the union will aid in the 
detection and the conviction of such 
violators of the law, the Culinary 
Association must do one of two 
things: ither make such amendment or refuse 
todoso. If the first, then will the union com- 
mand the respect of the community. If the 
union refuse to incorporate in their organization 
this principle, then it must be looked upon as a 
body based upon the same principles as the so- 
ciety of Anarchists, and the law should suppress 
such organization. By employing (under com- 
pulsion) the members of such a society, based 
upon principles that are dangerous to the State, 
such an employer himself encourages (if he does 
not openly vocate) violence as a proper 
method of settling the rights of men.

UNDOUBTEDLY A SUICIDE, 


It Is Thought That John Harding Drowned 
Himself. 

The mystery surrounding the death of 
John Harding, whose body was found in the 
lake Tuesday, is easiest accounted for by the 
theory of suicide, although his friends say he 
was murdered. The police do not place 
much reliance in the foul-play theory. 

The deceased was a mail agent on the 
Illinois Central between Chicago and Keo- 
kuk, Ia. He came to the city Sunday 
morning, April 18, with his.car, and was to 
have gone out again the next night at 11:30 
o’clock. He failed to show up, however, and 
the police were notified of his disappearance. 

His home was in Freeport, III. He had 
been for many years in the mail service, but 
was discharged under the civil-service ad- 
ministration of Cleveland. He was nom; 
inated and made the race for County Clerk 
at his home, and was defeated. Then he 
went into the news business 
and not only lost his savings but became 
deeply involved in debt. His wife died and 
his friends say that thereafter he was sub- 
ject to fits of melancholy. He succeeded in 
getting back into tne railway mail service 
under the present Administration at a salary 
of $100 per month. 

The fact that be was unable to pay even a 
small portion of his debts weighed heavily on 
him. In ition to these troubles he found 
another, Wnich affected him seriously. Dur- 
ing the few yearsof his absence trom the 
railway mail service the methods of the lat- 
ter had been changed. Over 60 years oid, he 
found it extremely difficult to rise to the new 
requirements, and his late associates say his 
despondency became more and miore pro- 
nounced. 

Detective James Wiley found that Harding 
had been drinking heavily during the two 
days’ lay-off in Chicago. He was traced from 
one saloon toanother. The last time be was 
seen was about 5 o’clock Monday afternoon 
atthe corner of South Water street ana 
Michigan avenue with an 
brakeman named Wiiliam Rae. 
man was taken into custody and kept in a 
celi three daßs—until the police had sa 
themselves of his innocence. Rae does not 
remember when or where he parted from

Tun Roman Catholic Bishop of Minnesota, 
John Ireland, who has done so much for tem- 
perance and other good works in tne North- 
west, has at last incurred the wrath of the 
South and is denounced as a pulpit firebrand. 
His offense against that section is contained 
in a sermon which he recently preached to a 
congregation of colored Roman Catholics in 
Washington, in which he urged them to be 
good, emperaté citizens and to insist upon 
their rights. The special utverance which 
has made him Anathema Maranatha down 
South is the following: 

No church is a fit temple of God where a man, 
because of his color, is excluded or made to oc- 
cupy acorner. Religion teaches us that we can- 
not pleasing to God unless we look upon all 
mankind as the children of the Fatnerin Heav- 
en, arid they who order and ‘compel a man, be- 
cause he is colored, to betake himself to a corner 
marked off for his race practically contradict 
the principles egg and equal rights estab- 
lished by the God of mercy who lives on the 
altar. is prejudice and exclusion in the church 
is a scandal and a shame. Let Christians act out 
their religion and then there is no more race 

rejudice. The color line must go and soon, too. 
The line will be drawn at personal merit. The 
shame and scandal of putting colored people in 
corners and lofts in Catholic churches must be 
wiped out. The doors of all Catholic institutions 
must be opened to colored Catholics. 


For these very noble words the good Bishop 
is being scored by the Southern press, but all 
the same their truth remains unchallenged. 
There is no answer to tnem but abuse on the 
one hand and brute force on the other. 


THE NEXT STEP IN THE TARIFF GAME. 

The first inning in the prohibitory tariff 
game is at an end, and McKinley has scored. 
The next inning will come off on the other 
side of the Capitol. As the Republican par- 
ticipants will be men who are supposed to 
have some courage, which was not the case 
in the House, the Ohio representative of the 
manufacturers who have protection enough, 
but are greedy for more, and of Delano, 
Harpster, and Lawrence, the raisers of 
blooded rams for export to New Mexico, may 
have to witness the removal of the prohibi- 
tory features ot his bill. 

Mr. Jefferson was rather opposed to tne 
existence of the Sénate, thinking no second 
House was needed. Gen. Washington, using 
the object lesson of pouring some tea into his 
saucer that it might cool off, defended the 
Upper House on the ground that it gave time 
to hot, rash legislation to cool off. The haste 
and fury with which the House members 
who represent manufacturing bosses greedy 
for more bounty rushed through their bill 
will not be imitated by the more deliberative 
Senate. It will take its time, even if trusts 
and syndicates frown and demand speed. 
There is no previous question in the 
Senate. 

A Senate appears also to be a useful insti- 
tution, because it is possible for its members 
to call their souls their own, which is not the 
case with their colleagues in the Lower 
House when the caucus bullies crack their 
whips. There has just been witnessed the 
extraordinary spectacle of thirty or forty 
Western men voting for a tariff bill which 
they had repeatediy denounced, which they 
were anxious should not pass, and which 
they are audibly hoping the Senate will de- 
feat or emasculate. These men, most or all 
of them of unquestioned physical bravery, 
have shown themselves moral cowards, cow- 
ering under what they believed to be the 
party lash, and obeying those whom they be- 
lieved to be the party bosses. They are now 
begging braver Senators to do what they 
wanted to but dared not. 

They voted in a time of profound peace for 
a prohibitory tariff bill, knowing it would 
damage their constituents and fearing it 
would defeat them at the polls. But they 
were afraid that their constitvents did not 
see the evil effects of the bill as plainly as 
they did, and that if they voted against it 
they would be denounced as “traitors and 
renegades to party and their hopes of se- 
curing renomination might be ruined. Hence 
they voted for the bill, thinking that they

A NEW CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT 
PROPOSED, 
The National League for the protection of 
American institutions, incorporated in New 
York last December, whose objects are “ to 
‘secure constitutional and legislative safe- 
„guards for the protection of the common 
** school system and other American institu- 
ons, and to promote public. instruction in 
“harmony with such institutions, and to 
% prevent all sectarian or denominational ap- 
„ propriations of public funds,“ has just is- 
sued its first public document. The leagueis 
composed of a large number of eminent cit- 
izensof New York, many of them men of 
National reputation, and is under the presi- 
dency of the Hon. Jobm Jay. Its first public 
documert ig devoted to the advocacy of a 
new amendment to the Federal Constitution, 
formulated by its law committee, William 
Allen Butler, Dorman B. Eaton, Cephas 
Brainerd, Henry E. Howland, and Stephen 
A. Walker, the text of which is as follows: 


‘No State shall pass any law respecting an es- 
tablishment of religion, or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof, or use its property or credit, or 
ae raised by taxation, or authorize either 
to used, for the pu of founding, main- 
taining, or aidigg, by appropriation, payment for 
| services, expen or otherwise, any church, re- 
ligious denomination, or religious society. or an 
institution, society, or undertaking which is 
8 in part under sectarian or ecclesiastical 
contro 


The above amendment has been sent out 
for the approval of statesmen, jurists, pub- 
licists, clergymen, and ali persons engaged in 
educational work in the various States, with 
the view of obtaining their approval and then 
embodying the amendment with its indorse- 
ments in a memorial to Congress. The pro- 
posed amendment is not new. It will be re- 
membered that a similar one was proposed by 
Gen. Grant, when President, and introduced 
in the House by Mr. Biaine, and that it passed 
the House by the overwhelming vote of 180 
to 7, but failea to receive the necessary two- 
thirds vote in the Senate, the vote in that 
body being 28 yeas to 16 nays. 

The sentiments contained in this amend- 
ment are undoubtedly shared by all patriotic 
Americans and by all persons who are not 
blind partisans, political or religious. They 
are in line with the platform pledges of both 
the great parties. No thoughtful, patriotic 
person can hesitate to pronounce his convic- 
tion that one of the essentiais of our freeaom 


State and church and that our public schools 
should be completely freed from denomina- 
tional control and teaching. To this éxtent, 
ana the proposed amendment goes no further, 


the Constitution it would reinforce the first 
amendment, which now declares: Congress 
shall make no law respecting an establish- 
ment of religion or prohibiting the free exer- 
cise thereof.“ Every true American would 
be rejoiced to see it there. At the same time, 
iv is doubtful whether, if it can get the requis- 
ite two-thirds vote in Congress, it would be 
ratified by tne Legisiatures of three-fourths 
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It, so that they may feel more certain of re- 
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 ADULTERATION OF DRUGS. 

A bill (No. 279) has been introduced into 
the Senate of the United States for pre- 
venting adultération and misbranding food 
and drugs, and the prevention of poisonous 
adulterations, and for other purposes,” A 
good many of the wholesale dealers in drugs 
at the East appear to regard tne bill as an 
unwarrantable attempt to interfere with 
their business, and it is reported that several 
of the drug associations throughout tne 
country are taking action against the pro- 
posed measure, They say “it is a dangerous 
one,” as it would “put too much power into 
the hands of the Secretary of Agriculture,” 
whose appointees would be authorized to act 
as judges, jury, ana executioners, being 
clothed with functions not conferred by the 
English laws against fraudulent adultera- 
tions of food, drink, and drugs. ; 

It is just possible that the bill is too arbi- 
trary in its terms, but if so that fact would 
form a good reason for amending, not for op- 
pos ix it as a whole. There is far too much 
laxity in the business as it has been con- 
ducted at the expense of a confiding public 
for many years and a radical reform in 
methods could not be brought about a mo- 
ment too soon, either for the protection of 
the community from harmful fraud or that of 
honest men in the trade from their unprinci- 
pled competitors. The English law on the 
subject is not a whit too stringent. It pro- 
vides for the appointment of properly quali- 
fied analysts to whom articles suspected or 
complained of can be taken for examination, 
after a sample has been left with the party 
accused, and if the analysis shows the article 
to be adulterated within the meaning of the 
act the offender is to be proceeded against, 
by a designated official. A proper hearing 
in the courts is provided for and the defense 
allowed, to be as public in its character 
as is the complaint. Similar safeguards 
against persecution or punishment without 
due regard to the rights of the accused 
should be furnished in any legislation on the 
subject that is undertaken in the United 
States. But it is fair to say that otner ob- 
jections urged against the bill are mere bun- 
combe. It is complained of because it would 
give to the officials the right to inspect 
premises and processes which might ‘prove 
exceedingly embarrassing to manufacturers 
of food products, sugar refiners, brewers, 
manufacturers of medicinal preparations,’’ 
etc. 

Such inspection might embarrass those of 
them who were engaged in swindling the 
public by putting up fraudulent compounds 
to be sold at the higher prices charged for the 
articles counterfeited, but would not hurt the 
honest manufacturer. On the contrary, he 
would welcome an investigation which war- 
ranted to the world that his goods were 
pure and just what they were claimed to be. 
The plea that others would steal his proc 
esses is all bosh. The different manufact- 
urers of food, drink, and drugs are well 
enough aware of the character of the ma- 
terials and processes used by their competi- 
tors. The plea of necessary secrecy is valid 
only as against the ignorant consumer, who 
might be disgusted if let into the details of 
the business so far as to allow him to see 
some of the cheats that are practiced at the 
expense of his health as well as his pocket. 

It is idle to prate about liberty of action 
and the right to secrecy in method where 
the yielding to such pleas would place the 
lives of thousauds at the mercy of any un- 
principied scamp who chose to use them as a 
shield for his villainy. Every citizen of a 
free country ought to be able to say for him- 
self whether he will eat and drink this and 
that, or certain substitutes therefor which 
are claimed to be equally as good. To entrap 
him into consuming something else the 
preparation of which is jealously guarded 
from him, because to reveal it wouldbe to 
lessen tne profits of the manufacturer, is to 
perpetrate a cheat which can have no 
adequate apology. But the fraud becomes 
ten times more formidable when the drugs 
which are depended on for the exhibition 
of certain powers in cases of emergency 
are adulterated or entirely displaced by some- 
thing else which may let the patient die for 
want of a proper remedy at the right time if 
it do not poison him by stimulating the dis- 
ease from which he is suffering. In the least 
objectionable case, that in which the drug 
is mixed with “harmless” material, death 
may ensue as a result of the medicine not be- 
ing so powerful as counted on by the med- 
ical man in writing his prescription. Any 
other form of the fraud is still more criminal 
as more directly menacing the heaith of the 
community. It may be laid down as a broad 
principle that where this is in jeopardy 
neither the wholesale nor the retail druggist 
has any rights to secrecy, nor should the as- 
sertion of such be tolerated for a moment. 
That is a case in which individual benefit 
ought to be sunk deeper than a plummet’s 
sound for the public good. 


STATE CONTROL OVER TRAFFIC IN IM- 
PORTED LIQUORS. 

While the Prohibitionists seem determined 
to put the worst possible interpretation on 
the “original package” decision, officials 
and Judges who have been called on to act 
since the announcement of that famous 
ruling have no difficuity in viewing it just as 
Tue TRIBUNE has done and reaching the con- 
clusion that it need not interfere with 
State Prohibitory or License laws. Thus 
Judge Hindman in charging the grand jury 
at Nevada, Ia., held that the keeping of a 
place for the sale of liquors as a beverage is 
a nuisance, whether dealt out in original 
packages or in some other way, and that the 
late decision is not in conflict with this 
view.“ According to this sensible interpre- 
tation, Which is in harmony with the lan- 
guage used by the Supreme Court, the re- 
cent decision will not protect in any manner 
the sale of imported liquors to be drank on 
the premises. Importation for individual 
use is One thing but the sale of liquor at re- 
tail in dramshops quite another. 

Attorney-Generai Kellogg of Kansas has 
issued an official letter of instructions to 
prosecuting officers in Kansas m which he 
says: 

It is the foreign or non-resident importer who 
sells in the original unbroken package that is 
ee by the decision, and no one else. The 

cision, therefore, is not 12 to the case 
of a citizen and resident of Kansas who might 
become an importer of intoxicating liquors from 
another State into Kansas. The foreign or non- 
resident importer will be subject to arrest and 
punishment under the prohibition law the mo 
ment he steps beyond the narrow line of making 
the first sale of the intoxicating liquorin the un- 
broken original pack in which it was im. 
ported. The sale of single bottles of beer, wine 
or othef intoxicating liquors taken out of 
the case, or or box in which they with 
other bottles were imported is a violation of the 
law, and would subject the offender to fine and 
imprisonment where there is evidence that the 
person to sell intoxicating liquor in original 
packages’ is not a foreign or non-resident im- 
porter or the agent of one, or where there is evi- 
dence showing that the sale is not that of the en- 
tire ‘ori — 9 in its unbroken state the 
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and it applies to liquor in their hands only 
while in transit and until delivery is made. 
A first sale that by an outsider to a citizen 
in another State—is the only one not depend- 
ent on State authority. At most the outside 
dealer can send muto a State and make 
one sale in bulk, While tlie pérsén who buys 
is thereafter answerablé to State law 
entirely and can make use of his 
purchase only as it may permit. 
The State may forbid him to sell 
the liquors in the original package or 
otherwise or may impose such restrictive 
license taxation on the retail sale as it 
thinks best. But while there is nothing in 
the recent decision which need necessarily 
inverfere with the enforcement of anti- 
dramshop or high-license laws it will afford 
the pretext wanted by many Pronhibitionists 
and weak-kneed officials to excuse their fail- 
ure to enforce coércive téetotalism. ‘“* Orig- 
inal package houses” may be run in success- 
ful defiance of State prohibitory laws not be- 
cause of anything the Supreme Court has 
said, but because in many places local senti- 
ment will approve the use of any pretext to 
evade sumptuury legislation, It is safe to 
say high-license laws wili not be interfered 
with in any such manner. 


Tue Finance Committee of tne Senate is 
probably not organized, like the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House, to carfy out 
the policy of the greedy Eastern manufact- 
urers. The latter committee was made up 
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and is not interested in the consumers on 
Western prairies, to do certain things which 
he knew would be pleasing to boss manu- 
facturers. For the head of the committee he 
chose a man who was under the thumb of the 
manufacturers of Pittsburg, of the potters 
of his own district, and the blooded ram- 
raisers of Ohio. He associated with him Mr. 
Dingley, also of Maine, and Mr. Bayne, who 
is loyal to the special interests of Pittsburg; 
of the other members Mr. Burrows of Michi- 
gan was converted into a tariff prohibitionist . 
by the offer of two cents @ pound more to 
sheep-raisers. Mr. Gear of Iowa was made 
to believe that a double duty on flax fiber 
consumers would enrich the flax-growers of 
his section and furnish a lucrative market 
for any tow they might turn out. Mr. La 
Follette of Wisconsin was Won over by the 
promise of a high duty on hops for the benefit 
of those uf his constituents who gro that 
product. 

Behind these men who fancied they were 
doing something for the farmers stood the 
representatives ot the flourishing industries 
of Pittsburg and the East and pulled the 
strings. The alliance was a strong one, and 
by threats and promises, by those appeals 
and menaces which can be made to men who 
are on the vergeof asking for renominations, 
it drove into line, and kept there, men who 
looked on the bill with disgust, who deemed 
it un-Republican, and who beleved that its 
passage would give the party a black eye in 
many Western Congressional districts. There 
are no indications as yet of the existence in 
the Senate of a minority as aggressive and 
audacious as that which drove the bill 
through the House. Withoutsuch a motive 
power it is impossible to see how it can pass 
that body. 


Tue Cedar Rapids Gazelie prints three 
or four columns of replies of over a 
hundred merchants ‘and representative Re- 
publicans of that city in answer to ques- 
tions as to their epmion of the McKinley 
bill. In the list there are six or eight who 
favored prohibitory tariffs to exclude foreign 
competition entirely and put consumers at 
the mercy of home trusts and monopolies. 
They wanted the McKinley bill passed. On 
the other hand, a few of the Republicans in- 
terviewed declared themselves in favor of a 
tariff “ for revenue only.“ The-extremists on 
both sides, however, do not make up more 
than a dozen, or about a tenth ot the number 
of the persons interviewed. The remaining 
nine-tenths can all be classed as moderate 
protectionists who believe in fair and ade- 
quate but not excessive duties. Thoroughly 
friendly to the protebtive system they do- 
nounce the McKinley bill as an abuse and 
perversion of protection. The most of them 
think the adoption of the McKinley bill as it 
stands would be disastrous to the Republican 
party. Cedar Rapids is a flourishing town, 
an old Republican stronghold, and TUR Tris- 
UNE believes the opinion of the Republicans 
interviewed there is fairly representative of 
party sentiment on the tariff question 
throughout Iowa and the West. The tariff 
prohibitionists and the free-traders in tne 
Republican party are insignificahit in num- 
ber, while sentiment 18 overwhelmingly in 
favor of reasonable protection, no less, no 
more. The mass of the Cedar Rapids Repub- 
licans denounce the McKinley bill unspar- 
ingly because under guise of strengthen- 
ing the protective principle it will transfer 
tens of millions annually from Western 
consumers to the pockets of Eastern manu- 
facturers who are rich already and have no. 
need of any more tariff bounty. 


Pernaps it will be just as well for the 
Council to wait a little while before accept- 
ing Commissioner Purdy’s report about the 
proposed additional pumps at Bridgeport as 
final or conclusive. The eagerness with 
which Mr. Purdy has suggested that the 
$150,000 appropriated for the pumping ma- 
chinery shall be used for street-cleaning 
purposes is a trifle suspicious. In the even- 
ing organ of the Administration Purdy is 
quoted as follows: 


There is no doubt that the money [the $150,- 
000 22 fund] could not be used in any better 
work than improving the condition of our streets 
and alleys. Besides this, thé worst season is 
over as regards freshets in the river, and the 
need for additional pomping works will grow 
less urgent as the year advances. On the other 
hand, the necessity for thorough cleansing and 
good sanitation in the streets and alleys will in- 
crease as the Warm season 43 — It 
would, in my opmion, be perfectly legitimate to 
take this fund and so appropriate it as to sup- 
plement the street-cleaning fand. 


It does not much matter that the above 
extract displays a comprehensive ignorance 
of the municipal law: The demagogic and 
spendthrift motive can be clearly discerned. 
Tue TRIBUNE has already proved conclusive- 
ly wat abundant funds were appropriated 
for the cleaning of the streets and alleys. 
More money is asked for in order. to enrich 
contractors and to give salaries to political 
heelers. The proposition to devote the $150,- 
000 appropriated for maintaining our drink- 
ing water in a pure state to enrich the con- 
tractors and to give whisky money to bum- 
mers is a scandalous and wanton outrage. 
Mr. Puray is ‘utterly unfit for his position. 
A man guilty of making such a proposal 
would willfully misinterpret the action of 
the Canal Board. 


Tun Washington gossips have u that Sec- 
retury Blaine is actively interesting himseif 
already in the matter of the Presidential 
succession and has expressed the opinion 
that neither Mr. Harrison nor Mr. Cleveland 
will be available for 1892.

MAREETS. 


The leading produce markets were irregular 
yesterday, with more strength in grain, though 
provisions were weak.
